This  is  the  satellitic  age  of  speed.  Man  at  long  last  is  be- 
J ginning  to  open  the  door  to  the  universe.  This  world’s  scientists 
| are  being  pressed  from  all  sides  to  harness  greater  and  still 
; greater  speeds  to  conquer  the  ethereal  galaxy.  Visions  of  hu- 
! man  missiles,  thought  fantastic  50  or  even  25  years  ago,  are 
I now  within  reach  of  present-day  science,  with  the  sky  literally 
I being  the  limit. 

MISSILES  TRAVEL  FAST 

Missile  velocities  have  been  computed  to  be  18,000  m.p.h. 
This  is  still  only  the  threshold  of  scientists’  hopes  and  expecta- 
tions. It  all  sounds  overwhelming.

Chief  Tells  Story 
Of  Holiday  Spirit

“Stand  firm  for  right  and  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings of  earth  and  peace  will  prevail.”  offered 
W.  Cleon  Skousen,  Salt  Lake  City  Police  Chief 
to  Tuesday’s  devotional  audience  of  faculty 
members  and  students. 

Skousen,  former  director  of  public  service, 
speech  and  law  at  Brigham  Young  Univrsity 
gave  the  “Challenge  of  Christmas,  1957.” 
“We  who  are  free  must  not  be  afraid — fear  is 
our  enemy.  Americans  must  remember  the 
facts  of  their  existence  before  becoming  too 
frightened.” 

The  real  story  of  Christmas  was  then  giv- 
en by  Skousen.  The  story  was  set  in  the  sacred 
temple  of  Solomon,  where  Zacharias,  a Levite 
priest  came  to  pray  in  front  of  a golden  al- 
tar. 

He  was  praying  for  a son  and  an  angel  ap- 
peared to  him  and  said,  “Thy  prayer  is  heard 
and  thy  wife,  Elisabeth,  shall  bear  thee  a son, 
and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John  . . . and  he 
shall  make  ready  a people  prepared  for  the 
Lord.” 

Just  about  six  months  later,  the  angel 
Gabriel  appeared  again — to  a daughter  of  Is- 
rael named  Miryam.  Today  we  call  her 
“Mary.”  He  said  “Behold,  thou  shall  conceive 
and  bring  forth  a son.  He  shall  be  called 
Jesus.” 

Early  in  April,  Mary  and  her  husband,  Jo- 
seph traveled  to  Bethlehem  because  the  time 
of  taxing  and  census  was  called  by  Caesar. 

As  the  story  follows,  they  made  ready  for 
the  night  in  an  abode  made  for  cattle.  It  was 
there,  in  the  stable  that  the  infant  jesus  was 
bom.  Shepherds  in  the  fields  were  notified  of 
the  birth  by  a glorious  radiant  light  from 
heaven. 

Skousen  related,  “At  such  a moment,  the 
hosts  of  heaven  could  be  held  back  no  longer 
The  majestic  choir  of  former-day  saints  burst 
into  song — the  first  Christmas  carol.”  The 
heavens  rejoiced,  “Glory  to  God  in  the  High- 
est, and  on  the  earth  peace,  good  will  toward 
men.”

i and  Munich.  He  became  a court 
assessor,  town  deputy  in  Cologne 
I and  finally  lord  mayor. 

HE  HELD  THAT  JOB  for  16 
I years,  until  Adolf  Hitler  remov- 
| ed  him  from  office  for  ordering 
police  to  tear  down  some  swas- 
tika flags.  When  the  Allies  took 
Cologne  in  World  War  II.  he  got 
back  his  old  mayor’s  job. 

He  became  the  first  chancel- 
lor of  the  federal  republic  in 
1940,  and  has  held  that  job  ev- 
er since,  most  of  the  time  also 
holding  the  portfolio  of  the  for- 
eign minister.
